In consequence of the session laws passed in 1895 the 
school year begins with the fall term. Therefore our fall 
term of 1899 will be our first term in our next year’s report. 

As a final word we wish to say as far as the discipline 
and attainments of our pupils are concerned, there has been 
no time during our connection with the schools when the 
standard has been so high and satisfactory as the past year. 
We have considered the importance of putting the right 
teacher in the right place, knowing that there are those 
who might succeed in some schools while they would fail in 
others. We have made some necessary changes in our 
books. Swinton’s Grammar has given place to Tarbell’s 
English Lesson. This is just the book we have long needed 
in our schools as the work is practical and applied to every 
day use. Mr. Parker S. Burleigh, who was elected as mem- 
ber of School Board at the spring election, resigned during 
the summer. His vacancy was supplied by Ansel E. Lee, 
chosen by School Board. It seems not only desirable but 
absolutely necessary that supplementary reading be furnish- 
ed for the older pupils. To accomplish this purpose we 
shall need some more than the usual amount applied year- 
ly for text books. That being done our schools would be 
as well supplied as any schools in the state. 

We take pleasure in making this statement, but we at- 
tribute this prosperous condition and success of our schools 
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to the willingness of our townsmen to furnish the necessary 
requirements to assist the school board in giving our chil- 
dren the best advantages of a common school education. 
The average attendance of the scholars show well for the 
interest of the town. We have had but little occasion to 
remind parents of the law requiring them to send their 
children to school the required number of weeks. As a truant 
officer to attend to such matters, Ira M. Jones, was ap- 
pointed at the beginning of the spring term. It seems 
possible with the usual amount of money raised as in the 
previous year, the extra amount received from state, 
$165.32, and by uniting some of our schools we can have 
three terms of school. 

We recommend that the coming year the Beede and 
Carr be united as in the past year, and the Prescott and 
True or Prescott and Bridge unite. This arrangement 
would leave the school houses as they are and in ease of 
increase of pupils in either district the schools could be re- 
sumed. The school board cannot advance in the matter 
without the cooperation of the district. 

This plan is earnestly recommended to the thoughtful 
consideration of the school district. 

All scholars studying the ‘English Lesson” were re- 
quested at the beginning of spring term to write three com- 
positions on subjects assigned them. This work was not 


done as thoroughly as was expected in all the schools. A 
scholar who shirks a declamation or composition goes far in 
defeating the very purpose for which schools were institut- 


ed.
